Historical Society 
Seeks Use of Depot

The Crawford County Historical Society 
and Grayling Regional Chamber of Com- 
merce are proposing moving the county’s 
historical artifacts into the Grayling rail- 
road depot. 

The historical society is applying for a 
$5,000 to $7,000 grant from the Weyer- 
haeuser Foundation to locate the county’s 
historical museum inside the railroad depot. 

The grant money would be used for some 
restoration work inside the depot. Ad- 
ditionally, the funds would pay for moving 
the current museum building from its city 
park location to near the railroad depot. 

Terry Wright, Chamber Director, said the 
old museum building could be used as a 
military museum or a canoe racing hall of 
fame. 

The Grayling railroad depot is owned by 
the county. The outside and one room inside 
has been restored through a community ef- 
fort led by the Grayling Rotary Club, The 
Crawford County Board of Commissioners 
gave the historical society perinission Lo gu 
ahead and apply for the grant. The com- 
missioners also agreed not to commit the 
depot to any other group or use until the 
historical society and chamber has more in- 
formation about their proposal. 


Wright told commissioners at their Dec. 
27th regular meeting, the historical society 
and chamber wauld like to sea tha muscum 
open at the depot by May. 

Wright said the chamber would take 
responsibility for keeping the museum open. 
He said with help from RSVP workers and 
workers from the Department of Social Ser- 
vices, the chamber would be able to staff it. 


Elmer Fenton, who helped establish the 
historical museum 15 years ago, supports 
the idea to move the artifacts into the rail- 
road depot. In a letter to Terry Wright which 
appears inside, Fenton calls the railroad 
depot an “‘ideal place for {he museum.” 

Wright said the current museum is too 
small. 

“I know at least three people in Grayling 
with basements full of things that they’re 
waiting to donate until there is enough 
room,”’ he told commissioners. 

Fenton said in his letter, the museum 
could probably not open in 1986 at its present 
site because the toilet facilities failed there 
last year. 

Commissioner Jeannette Kitchen said 
more people might visit the museum at the 
railroad depot site because it’s more visible 
there. 

Wright said one change he would like to 
make if the museum was moved would be to 
charge a small admission fee to cover the’ 
costs of lights and other little costs. The 
museum in the past asked for donations at 
the door. 

Wright said the preliminary figures for 
the proposal includes about $1000 for two 
public restrooms at the depot and $2000 to 
move the old museum building to the rail- 
road site. 

The historical society and chamber are 
hoping to have Camp Lehman work crews 
provide the labor for the restoration inside. 
Wright said they would probably just scrape 
the old paint and put on new paint in the 
beginning along with fixing the floor. As 
more money comes'in, the inside could be 
further restored as it was in the one room — 
already. 


Marland Named Chairperson, 
Jail Bids Come In High 


Mary Harland was re-elected as chair- 
person for the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners. She was voted chairperson 
for 1986 by a 6-1 secret vote of commission- 
ers. This will be her second consecutive 
year as chairperson. 

Harland was selected as Slips at 
the commissioners’ organizational meeting 
Friday, January 3rd. 

Larry Mattis nominated Harland for the 
chair position and John Miller seconded the 
nomination. Andie Neilson nominated Bill 
Ruddy for the chair position and Miller also 
seconded that nomination. 

Jeannette Kitchen was re-elected as vice- 
chairperson by a 7-0 vote. Mattis also made 
the nomination for Kitchen as vice-chair- 
person and Miller seconded the nomination. 

Harland said she appreciated the vote of 
confidence by her commissioners and 
vowed to do the best she could for 1986. 

Harland left all the committee assign- 
ments for commissioners the same as 1985 
with the possible exception of placing Bud 
Joyce on the law enforcement cominittee to 
replace herself. 

In other action Friday at the organization 
meeting, Gaylord architect Don Morgridge 
told commissioners bids for the jail reno- 
vations were almost twice as much as ex- 
pected, a 


The architect's estimates for four phases 
of the jail renovation amounted to $39,900. 
The lowest bid came in at $75,325. 

The architect met with the lowest bidder, 
Clemenes of West Branch and Bay City, on 
Friday and there probably will be some ad- 
justments in the bid. 

The contractor and Morgridge are going 
to propose some new options for the jail 
renovation and meet with commissioners 
January 30th during a board regular meet- 
ing. 

Four bids were received for the jail reno- 
vation project. The low bid was $75,325, the 
next bid was $99,000, the third was $106,758, 
and the highest $120,391. 

Only one local contractor picked up bid 
specifications and the local contractor did . 
not submit a bid. 

The jail renovation project involves add- 
ing a multi-purpose exercise room, 
remodeling a secured visitation area, 
remodeling a drunk tank, and changing a 
trustee room into a cell to increase the jail 
occupancy by two. 

The state Department of Corrections is 
expecting the county to perform the first 
three projects. The fourth project to in- 
crease jail occupancy is something the 
county commissioners and sheriff depart- 
ment want. 


Crawford Ga. Snowmobile 
Council Needs Members 


The Crawford County Snowmobile Council 
needs members — at least 25 to stay alive. 

Terry Wright, Grayling Chamber of Com- 
merce Director, is trying to revive the coun- 
cil. Membership in the council dropped to 
zero last year. 

“The first job this year will be to find 
businesses or individual members,” Wright 
said. ‘‘The object of the council in the past 
was to promote snowmobiling here. It’s only 
function was to support, both financially and 
verbally, the Michigan Snowmobile Asso- 
ciation,” 

Wright said the Michigan Snowmobile 
Association’s main functions are to promote 
legislation that helps snowmobiling and to 
act as a clearinghouse for DNR snowmobile 
trail grants. The DNR grants funds for 
grooming snowmobile trails, developing 
trailing, and placing signs along trails. 

The Crawford County Snowmobile Asso- 
ciation pays dues to the Michigan Snow- 
mobile Association. Wright said if the 
county group attracted a lot of members, 
there might be enough money to advertise. 

‘‘Snowmobilers spend about $1 billion an- 
nually in Michigan,” he said. 

The businesses who benefit from snow- 
mobiling the most are motel, restaurant, 
bar owners, and snowmobile parts, sales, 
and repair places. 

Wright said the Houghton Lake area pro- 


motes snowmobiling more and they own 
their own $60,000 trail groomer. 

The Crawford County Snowmobile Council 
held a meeting three weeks ago and Ron 
Mavis, of Sno-Trac Village, is serving as 
president of the board of directors. Carl 
Craft, of the North Country Lodge is vice- 
president, and Joyce Kolka is secretary. 

Anyone interested in joining the council 
should call Terry Wright. 

Currently, the DNR is grooming two 
snowmobile trails in Crawford County — the 
25-mile Skyline Trail and the 45-mile Lovells 
Trail. 

The abundant snowfall has made this 
season one of the better ones for groomed 
trails, says Frank Barber, one of the DNR 
workers from the Grayling field office 
grooming the trails. He and Duane Brooks 
normally groom the trails five days a week. 

Grooming the 25-mile Skyline trail usually 
takes one day traveling at speeds averaging 
three to five miles an hour over the trail. 
The 45-mile Lovells trail usually takes two 
days to groom. 

Sometimes when the trails have a lot of 
ruts, Barber or Brooks will turn around at 
the next intersection and make another pass 
over the trail to try to fill in the holes better. 

“The temperature is a big factor in 
grooming,’ Barber said. “If the temper-

‘Why, ask some critics, should we be so 


a critical of white South Africa when we

is wrong, and wrongs should be ended and

A (same column). 


“I can’t shake the feeling that the United 


: ; States is making a big mistake by cutting 
‘.. off aid to the anti-Sandinistas in Nicara- 
‘ gua. I’m not real proud of our country 


shoveling tax dollars into that civil war, 


- but it’s better than doing nothing at all, 


- which seems to be the only other alter- 


native. The big Communist Bear is in the 


» Western Hemisphere — no questien about 
“<*" that. And it’s getting closer It should cause 
us all to stop and think.”’ — April.

CONGRESS AND federal spending were

“Almost half of all households in the 


"” » United States receive government benefits 


~ in some form — more than 39 million 


households, or 46.7 percent of the total, 
took part in one or more government pro- 
grams in 1984...When we reach the point 
where more than half the people in the 
country live off the government, it’s all 
downhill from there for our society as we 
have lived it. And we’re almost there. It is 
any wonder it’s so difficult for elected of- 
ficials to cut down on spending, when so 
many voters depend on it?” — May. 

‘Yt makes you wonder what’s really 
going on down in Washington where they 
have 2.3 police officers for each member of 
Congress ... where they insist on employ- 
ing operators on automatic elevators ... 
where they cost out garage attendant jobs 


at $23,000 each... When you see the way 


Congress handles its own operational bud- 
get, it becomes a bit clearer why the 
government runs such huge deficits year 
after year.” — July. 

“Would a constitutional amendment 
requiring Congress to balance the budget 
each year be effective? In my opinion, it’s 
only problematical. Michigan and severa! 
other states have balanced-budget pro- 
visions, with varied success. Congress 
even has a law already on the books 
requiring the government to spend no 
more than it takes in; it hasn’t worked yet.

I came across the follow- 
ing and thought it worthy of 
printing. Coca, Bolivian 
grows in Bolivia and Peru 
and is cultivated in Ceylon 
and Java. It grows 12 to i8 
feet high as a small shrub in 
the wild state and is kept 
down to about 6 feet when 
cultivated. It is‘grown from 
seeds and requires moisture 
and a constant temperature. 
It starts yielding in eighteen 
months and often productive 
over fifty years. The leaves 
are gathered in spring, June, 
and in October. 

The actions of Coca 
depend principally on the 
alkaloid Cocaine. In Peru 
and Bolivia the leaves are 
extensively chewed to 
relieve hunger and fatigue, 
though the habit eventualiy 
ruins the health. 

Cocaine has been used 
medicinally, but the danger 
of the formation of the habit 
far outweighs any value the 
drug may possess. Cocaine 
is a general protoplasmic 
poison, having a special af-

New provisions in this year’s social ser- 
vices budget restricting welfare payment 


levels for new state residents to benefits _ 


they had received previously in another 
state, if Michigan benefits are higher, 
were invalidated by a ruling by Attorney 
General Kelley. 

Kelley said the provisions violate federal 
welfare law and were inserted in viclation 
of the state constitution. 

The provisions declare that recipients of 
Aid to Families with Dependent Children 
and General Assistance benefits may not 


receive higher Michigan payments until 


they have resided in the state for six 
months. 

They were inserted by legislators who 
assert many people move to the state just 
to collect Michigan’s relatively high AFDC 
benefits, and a GA program for single 


_ adults which marly states do not have. 


In the Great Lakes area as of last 
January, Michigan’s $526 inaximum 
monthly benefit for a family of four com- 
pared to $316 in Indiana, $360 in Ohio, and 
$385 in Illinois, with only Wisconsin and 
Minnesota paying more at $637 and $611 
respectively. 

DSS spokeswoman Karen Meyer said 
the department had not been worried 
about the six-month restriction since of- 
ficials concluded it conflicted with federal 
welfare law against residency require- 
ments. 

Kelley’s opinion noted that conflict with 
AFDC law, and said the provisions in the 
state AFDC and GA budgets attempt to

CONSUMERS ASKS RATE HIKE 
FOR MIDLAND PLANT COSTS 

A reducted rate filing, which would 
cover 75 percent of the costs of the moth- 
balled Midland nuclear power plant, has 
been submitted by the Consumers Power 
Company to the Public Service Com- 
mission. 

The $328.4 million a year hike for 15 
years replaces last year’s request for $472 
million annually over the same period.

This week and next we will | 


look at the similarities and 
differences between two of 
the favorite game animals in 
Michigan — the varying 
hare (or snowshoe hare) and 
the cottontail rabbit. 

Hares and rabbits form a 
family, the Leporidae; found 
mostly in the northern 
climes, where they are an 
important prey species. All 
members are much alike 
with long, powerful hind 
legs, tall erectile ears, 
divided upper lip and griz- 
zied brown coat with 
variations from | white to 
black. 


True hares, such as the- 


snowshoe have precocious 
young (that is they are born 
fully furred, open eyed, and 
able to move about within a 
few minutes of birth). Rab- 
bits, on the other hand have 
altricial young (born naked, 
eyes closed and helpless in a 
fur lined nest). 

The snowshoe breeds when 
about a year old; gestation 
usually takes about 37 days. 
Two litters of 3 or 4 young 
are the norm in Michigan. 

The cottontail rabbit has a 
higher reproductive rate. 
Breeding begins when the 
female is 9-10 months old. 
The gestation period 
averages 30 days with the 
first litter born in early 
April. In Michigan, 3 or 4 Jit- 
ters per year, with average 
of 5 young per litter is com- 
mon, 

The varying hare is so 
named because of its ability 
to change the color of its 
hair. This is due to biannual 
moults: the brown coat is 
shed and a white coat grown 
in autumn and the reverse in 
Spring. The cottontail rabbit 


does ‘not have this ability, 
but has a white puff of a tail 
from which it derives its 
name.
